RAISING FROGS TO 


SUPPLY THE MARKET 


Chicago Concern Starts Experimental 


Farm Near lCeok»ville With 


Large Number.of Spe- 


cimens. 


Raising frogs for the.. Chicago niar- 
ket promises to be a, paying venture, 
as the legs are in jjreat demand by the 
epicures of the THndy City and bring 
a good sized price. Near Coolcaville, 
in section No. 2, on a farm owried at 
one time by the Matthew Johnson es- 
tate, a Chicago company has stocked 
>i pond with two hundred and forty 
thousand frogs, from which it hopes 
to obtain 
large results financially 
should it prove a, success. 
The frogB were shipped to the farm 
from Chicago and placed in a specially 
prepared pond which contains clear 
water 
from 
eight inches to a foot 
and a half deep. 
When the crates 
were dumped and the frogs given their 
liberty, they 
dove into their new 
home as though f*o "manor born" and 
appeared/quite contented.
